TlTe 
Idea was suggested that the 
company seek a new location, 
and build an entirely new- 
plant . introducing every la­ 
bor-saving device possible and 
the most efficient machinery 
and equipment obtainable.

The then-existing1 plant was 
obsolete, inconvenient and in­ 
efficient, having been built up 
piece - meal upon opposite 
Hides of San Mateo St. 

Land Purchased 
1 opened negotiations with the 

attorney for the Dominguez 
family, which owned a large 
tract of land between Los An 
geles and San Pedro. This re 
suited in the purchase of about 
2800 acres of land from the 
Dominguez Estate Company for 
the sum of $980,000; and shortly 
afterwards of an additional 730 
acres from one of the Domin 
guez heirs for about $530,000.

The Domingue/. Land Com 
pany was incorporated with c 
capital of $500,000. and I was 
made its president. Later the 
Domingue/, Land Corporation 
was organized and 1 was made 
its president, also. The latter 
corporation had a capital stock

failed, but all the rest are in 
operation.

Town Starts
Coincident with commence­ 

ment of construction work by 
the Union Tool Company, the 
work of laying out the town of 
Torrance- was begun. Archi­ 
tect Olmsted had completed 
plans and contracts were let by- 
General Manager Sinclair for a 
vast amount of street work, a 
water distribution plant a sew­ 
er system, street lightning, etc., 
and for construction of a hun­ 
dred or more houses, six brick 
blocks, a passenger depot and 
various other improvements  
all first class.

Rigorous restrictions were 
adopted, looking toward the 
creation cf a model industrial 
city. Indeed, M>me of them, 
in reference to racial matters, 
tread pretty hard on the toes 
of the Constitution of the 
United States.
In order to provide funds for 

construction, the company cre­ 
ated a serial six per cent cou 
pon not issue of $750,000, due 
in from one to five years, and 
the stockholders paid in par foi 
their 5000 shares of stock. The 
notes were taken largely by the 
stockholders.

The Union Tool Company 
took an Interest in the enter­ 
prise, purchased 5J5 acres of 
land, and constructed its pres­ 
ent magnificent plant at a 
cost of over $800,000. 
The entire tract was supplied 

with water'by the Domingue/. 
Water Company, formed'to sup 
ply domestic and irrigation wa­ 
ter for nearly 20,000 acres of 
land. Its 33-inch wide main 
crosses our lands to a large, 
substantial reservoir near our 
northwestern corner. »

Noted Planner 
We employed the noted land­ 

scape architect, Frederick Law 
Olmsted of Boston. Mass.. to lay 
out the townsite. The company 
employed II. H. Sinclair, for­ 
merly engineer of the Edison 
Company, as its general man­ 
ager.

After protracted negotiations, 
a deal was closed wit'n the Pa­ 
cific Electric Railway to build 
its railroad through the town- 
site and to serve the industrial 
interests which might locate 
there.

Sewers, paved streets and a!, 
public utilities were construct 
d in advance; alleys which con I; 

tained all pole lines and water *  
and gas mains were provided X 
throughout the townsite; ample ; * 
reservations were made for C^ 
public paries, an athletic park*** 
and for playgrounds; a civic - 
center was designed; upwards 
of 300,000 trees were planted in 
streets and windbreaks; and - 
several acres were reserved lor ^ 
public schools to be donated to 
the public, upon certain condi- * 
tions as to the character and ** 
completeness of the improve­ 
ments to be erected rnercon. 

Very particular attention 
was given to the proper hous­ 
ing of the future employees 
of the factories locating here. 

H v\as expected that inciden­ 
tally the enterprise would prove * 
profitable as well as utilitarian. 
It is difficult, however, at this - 
time to forecast the outcome. I 
It must eventually prove a ma­ 
terial success.
